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between Augusta and Bot tourt 
crosses the same and with the 
same course, N 55 W to the Ohio 
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When in Clarksburg the other 
day we had the privilege of meet¬ 
ing and becoming ncquainted with 
Col. Henry Haymond, of that 
city. He is the historian and anti¬ 
quarian of Harrison county, and 
is the author of the history of 
Harrison county. 

< Co.. Haymond ha? a vivid rec- 
lection of Pocahontas county by 
reason of the fact that hia father 
was the civil engineer who located 
the turnpike between Lewisburg 
and Marlins Bottom, and he as a 
boy belonged to the surveying 
corps. Col. Haymond recollects 
the noted controversy as to wheth¬ 
er the pike should go over Droop 
Mountain and through Renicks 
Valley and over Spring Creek 
Mountain, or around the end of 
Droop across the number of ra¬ 
vines that have been worn in the 
bench abov^. the river. It was a 
close question and the decision 
was in favor of the route over 
Droop Mountain. This was a 
great disappointment to the peo¬ 
ple who lived on the other road 
and the tight has never entirely 
died down. In those days Vir¬ 
ginia was building pikes and ca¬ 
nals, railroads being still in the 
experimental stage. 

Last week Col. Haymond sent 
us a copy of the history of Har¬ 
rison county and there is much 
valuable historical matter in that 
work appertaining to this section 
of the original boundary of Har¬ 
rison county. For instance, we 
can tell from the dates there given 
the oldest community in the orig¬ 
inal boundaries of Harrison coun¬ 
ty was Marlins Bottom where 
Marlinton now stands. Our orig¬ 
inal corners were marked in 1751, 
whereas the survey on which 
Clarksburg stands was made in 
1773. We were raising-corn in 
Marlins Bottom while the site of 
Clarksburg was still a virgin for¬ 
est. Marlinton extends its fetici- 
tations to its young sister Clarks¬ 
burg and hopes that she is doing 
pretty well even if she did start 
pretty late in the day. 

The History of Harrison county 
is particularly rich in its dates and 
other important details that really 
matter in the preservation of past 
events. We find in it some par¬ 
ticulars that clear up a confusion 
of mind about the boundaries of 
the country lying around the head¬ 
waters of Greenbrier river which 

partofP °- 

There can be but little doubt that 
between the years 1784 and 1791 
that the Greenback, Huntersville, 
and part of Edray districts were 
claimed by Harrison and Randolph 
though the actsestablishing Harri¬ 
son county left most of this por¬ 
tion in Augusta. In 1791, Bath 
was established which set at rest 
this claim, though Randolph was 
inclined to claim it afterwards. 

The counties of which Pocahon¬ 
tas territory formed a part are as 
follow: 

Spottsyivania formed in 1720, 
which seems to be the first county 
that took into its territory any 
land west of the Blue Ridge. 

Orange formed in 1734 included 
in its territory all the land west 
of the Blue Ridge. 

Augusta was formed in 1738 and 
comprised all the land lying west 
of the Blue Ridge south of Fred¬ 
erick which took a part of the Po¬ 
tomac valley. All the rest to Au¬ 
gusta. Thus Augusta county in 
a princely residuary clause was 
given the territory which is now 
divided into the states of Minne¬ 
sota, Wisconsin, Illinois, Indiana, 
Ohio and the greater part of West 
Virginia. 

Botetourt formed in 1769 took 
all south of a line starting on the 
Blue Ridge and running N 55 W 
to the Ohio river. This- line 
reached the Ohio river at or near 
the mouth of the Little Kanawha. 
It crossed the Greenbrier river 
about four miles below Marlinton 
near the mouth of Swago creek. 
Parkersburg iB just about N 55 W 
from Marlinton allowing for the 
variation of the needle. 

, In 1776, the general assembly 
of Virginia in the first year of the 
commonwealth passed an act to 
divide the district of West Au¬ 
gusta into three counties, of Mo¬ 
nongalia, Ohio and Yohogania. 
The starting point is definite call¬ 
ing for the point between th wa¬ 
ters of Cheat, Greenbrier and Po¬ 
tomac rivers. This is the present 
northeast corner of Pocahontas. 
It evidently meant to throw all 
the territory drained by the great 
Monongahela river into the dis¬ 
trict of these three counties. Mo¬ 
nongalia took the southern part. 
Ohio the western part, and Yoho¬ 
gania that part that afterwards 
fell to Pennsylvania. The small 
portion remaining of this county 
on Virginia soil was added to Ohio 
county and Yohogania has been 
known since as the “lost county.” 
With it we lost the city of Pitts¬ 
burgh. 

In 1777, the second year of the 
commonwealth, Greenbrier county 
was formed and its northern 
boundary was from the top of the 
Alleghany mountain which divides 
the eastern from the western wa¬ 
ters, at the point where the line 


river. 

In 1780, an act was passed add¬ 
ing to Monongalia all that part of 
Augusta lying northwest of a line 
beginning on the Greenbrier line 
and running with the height of 
land northward so os to leave the 
waters of Greenbrier io Augusta. 
,Tbe point on the ridge dividing 
the waters of the Greenbrier fiom 
the waters of Elk and Tygarts 
Valley rivers is called for. The 
great system of the Gauley River 
does not seem to have been known. 
What is evidently meant was to 
follow the divide from Swago 
mountain around the heads of 
Swago, i' Stony and Clover creeks 
and along Cheat and Back Alle¬ 
ghany Mountains to the main 
Alleghany. 

Harrison was formed io 1784. 
It took the southern end of Mo¬ 
nongalia. The act did not attempt 
to define the southern boundaries 
of the new county. The first year. 
May 18, 1785, the county court 
undertook to establish the line be¬ 
tween Harrison county and Green¬ 
brier and directed its principal 
surveyor to appoint one of his 
deputies to run the line in con¬ 
junction with the surveyor of 
Greenbrier county and to employ 
as a corps, two markers, three

chain carriers, two drivers, and 
one hunter, and to take four pack 
horses. This line was run, start¬ 
ing on the divide between the 
eastern and the western waters 
where the Augusta and Botetourt 
line crossed and with it to the 
Ohio river, 108 3-4 miles, which 
was declared to be the southern 
boundary of Harrison county. 
The work was begun September 
15. 1785 and finished May 15, 
1786. The cost was $632.50. The 
following is the expense account: 

2 5 8 pecks of salt. 

123 pounds of fbur. 

6 bushels of wheat. 

3-4 bushels of Indian corn. 

6 pounds of bacon.

There was some trouble settling 
with Greenbrier over her part of 
the costs and it was settled by 
commissioners appointed by the re 
spective counties who reached an 
agreement April 3, 1787. Green¬ 
brier 123 pounds,‘.14 shillings and 
2 pence. Harrison 66 pounds and 
10 pence. There was a lot of scrip 
issued by the surveyor and it was 
agreed that this should be redeem¬ 
ed at the house of William Poage. 
who was the commissioner for 
Greenbrier county. This was 
William Poage, sr. He lived at 

to? 

He is the ancestor of the writer, 
and a bos', of other Pocahontas 
people. - 

In 1787, Randolph took all the 
southern end of Harrison as a new 
county and with it took all the 
burdens of the indefinite southern 
boundary. 

In 1791, Bath was formed and 
it began to push back its frontier 
on territory claimed by Randolph. 

In 1821, Pocahontas was formed 
with definite boundaries and it has 
succeeded in holding not only the 
greater part of the Greenbrier 
Valley, but portions of the waters 
of Cherry, Cranberry, Williams, 
Gauley, Elk, Tygarts Valley, and 
Cheat rivers. 

The Harrison couDty line was 
actually run and marked. It splits 
the State of West Virginia into 
two equal parts. Its location has 
been kept alive by a number of 
land grants which were surveyed 
to this line and which call for run¬ 
ning with it. It would be an in¬ 
teresting line for anyone who lik¬ 
ed to explore the mountains to fol¬ 
low through. In late years, as a 
result of a gerrymander, the 10th 
Senatorial District, the “Tenth 
Legion,” has been formed of the 
counties through which this line 
runs. This district is sometimes 
referred to as the shoestring dis¬ 
trict, being longer than it is broad. 

We are very much obliged to 
Col. Haymond for the copy of 
the History of Harrison county, 
and we have placed it with the 
“Border Warfare,” another his 
tory that was publishei some 
years ago in Harri on county.
